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Transition begins 

Navy, Marines arrive; first Air Force wave departs 


The first wave of people who 
will be assigned to Fleet Hospi¬ 
tal Zagreb arrived here this 
week to replace the 48th Air 
Transportable Hospital 
(Deployed). The transition will 
last about three weeks with the 
assumption of mission ceremony 
taking place March 17. Fleet 
Hospital Zagreb will be com¬ 
manded by Navy Capt. James 
A. Johnson, deputy commander. 
Naval Medical Center, San 
Diego. 

35 Marine military police arri¬ 
ved Monday. They were fol¬ 
lowed Tuesday by 64 medical 
people and 37 SEABEEs. The 
MPs from the 2nd Force Service 
Support Group, Camp Lejeune, 
N.C., will provide security for 
the camp after the security 
police from the 48th Security 
Police Squadron depart. The 
SEABEEs from Naval Mobile 
Construction Battalion 40, for¬ 
ward deployed at Rota, Spain, 
from Port Hueneme, Calif., will 
replace the 601st Civil 
Engineering Squadron Prime 
Base Emergency Engineering 
Force out of Sembach, Ger¬ 
many. 

The medical and dental person¬ 
nel that are replacing the mem¬ 
bers of the 48th are from a 


number of stateside units includ¬ 
ing the Naval Medical Center 
and Naval Dental Center, San 
Diego, Calif.; Naval Hospitals at 
Camp Pendleton, Lemoore, 
Long Beach, Oakland, and 29 
Palms, all in California; Oak 
Harbor and Bremerton, Wash.; 
and Naval Medical Clinics at 
Port Hueneme and Seattle. 

The main body of the 48th 
ATH (deployed) is out of RAF 
Lakenheath, U.K., however, it 


included people from Ramstein, 
Sembach and Bitburg Air Bases 
in Germany; Soesterberg AB, 
the Netherlands; and RAF 
Chicksands, U.K. 

Fleet Hospital Zagreb will be 
taking over the 60-bed hospital 
that is the, main emergency 
treatment center for all United 
Nations Protection Force per¬ 
sonnel in the Former Republic 
of Yugoslavia. The center pro-

“I’d like to extend a warm 
welcome to everyone coming in 
during this transition,” said 
Army Col. Stuart H. Watkins, 
Joint Task Force Provide Pro¬ 
mise Forward commander. 
’’Both the 48th Air Transpor¬ 
table Hospital and Fleet Hospi¬ 
tal Zagreb have been doing a 
tremendous job with the change¬ 
over and inprocessing.” 

The first wave of Navy 
hospital people arrived Tuesday 
and are transitioning during the 
next two weeks with their Air 
Force counterparts. 

“This is a great opportunity to 
work with our Navy counter¬ 
parts to pass on lessons lear¬ 
ned,*’ said Air Force Col. Ste¬ 
phen A. Jennings, 48lh ATH 
commander. “We arc doing 
everything we can to make the 
assumption of mission go as 
smoothly as possible,’’ he said. 

The commander of the new 
Fleet Hospital Zagreb is con¬ 
fident about assuming the mis¬ 
sion. 

“I've been thoroughly im¬ 


pressed with everything the Air 
Force has done here,’’ said 
Navy Captain James A. John¬ 
son, Fleet Hospital Zagreb com¬ 
mander. “They are a very talen¬ 
ted and professional unit. Their 
hard work and preparation have 
made the transition go very 
smoothly and is a credit to them 
all.” 

Along with the Navy hospital 
and support people, approxi¬ 
mately 35 Marine military 
police from Camp Lejeune, 
N.C., arrived at the beginning of 
the week to provide security for 
the joint task force and hospital. 

More Navy people are schedu¬ 
led to arrive early next week in 
time for the asumption of mis¬ 
sion ceremony Thursday. 

“Safety is always a priority, 
and is even more important 
during the transition,’’ said 
Watkins. “A lot of people com¬ 
ing in will have jet lag and our 
outgoing people will be packing 
and thinking of home. We want 
everyone to slay alert, stay safe 
and watch out lor each other.”

Safety 

Stay a/ert, stay atWe, 

Though the threat of hostile 
actions here is minimal, people 
are reminded to stay alert and 
not develop a false sense of 
security. 

There are a number of other 
hazards in the area which 
everyone needs to be aware of 
and exercise caution. 

Remember to stay on hard 
surfaces. Many of the grassy 
areas of camp were mined and 
not all of the mines have been 
discovered or detonated. Known 
areas arc marked, but it is best 
to avoid all areas not known to 
be safe. In addition, do not 
explore old bunkers or aircraft 
displays. Many of these sites are 
booby-trapped. 

When jogging on camp, avoid 
running through or close to the 
Croatian air force guard post. 
Also, do not attempt to photo¬ 
graph Croatian aircraft being 
lowed through camp. 

Traffic is bad throughout camp 
and the narrow streets are clog 
ged with large, heavy vehicles. 
The intersection near the main 


look out for each other 

American compound gate is par¬ 
ticularly hazardous as vehicles 
entering the instersection fre¬ 
quently ignore the stop signs. 

The majority of streets down¬ 
town are also narrow and crow¬ 
ded. Pedestrians must stay alert 
not only for automobiles, but 
also the trolleys that run through 
town center. Look before cross¬ 
ing the tracks and be careful not 
to trip or slip on them. 

Local people tend to be 
friendly and accept Americans. 
However', there have been some 
incidents where snowballs or 
rocks have been thrown at U.N. 
vehicles. Any negative or un¬ 
usual contacts, such as stone 
throwing or heckling, should be 
reported to the office of special 
investigations and the J 5 civil 
affairs in Bldg. 21. 

Always use the buddy system 
and remember to sign out before 
leaving the camp. Communica¬ 
tions arc difficult here, so 
accountability and safety pro¬ 
cedures are even more important 
than usual.

Individuals who wish to get a license 
must bring their U.N. identification card and 
either a military or international driver’s license.
